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AUDITORS’ REPORT 
To the Taxpayers of West Rutland, Vermont 

We have examined the balance sheet of the Town of West 
Rutland as of December 31, 1949 and the related statement of 
cash receipts and disbursements for the year then ending. The 
lists of taxes levied for 1949, and of prior years’ uncollected taxes, 
were accounted for by collections, or abatements, or taxes in the 
’Collector’s hands at "the year’s end. Payments to the Town by 
the State of Vermont, as confirmed to us by the Auditor of Ac- 
counts, were accounted for. 

We examined approved orders for disbursements, except for 
taxes transferred from the general fund to other funds (which we 
satisfied ourselves were correct) and except for the items men- 
tioned in the succeeding paragraph. 

Section 5154, Vermont Statutes, requires that every order 
drawn by the Road Comimssioner payable to himself be ap- 
proved in writing by a selectman before being paid. Our exam- 
ination disclosed that this requirement was observed only after 
March 5, 1949 and that $1,105.80 of such orders drawn between 
January 1 and March 5, 1949 were paid without a selectman’s 
approval. The requirement was not observed in 1948, and a 
letter from the Auditor of Accounts implies that its nonobserv- 
ance was rather widespread. The records we examined indicated 
this requirement has been faithfully carried out since March 
5, 1949. 

In our opinion the balance sheet and the related statement of 
cash receipts and disbursements present fairly the position of 
the Town of West Rutland at December 31, 1949, and the 
transactions of the year then ending.

In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a 
summary of State assistance payments during 1949 to individuals 
applying from West Rutland. 

These payments are financed entirely from State and Federal 
sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which the town or 
city participates to the extend of 1214 percent and committed 
children for whom the municipality reimburses the State for 
one-half the cost. The cost of all programs reflects to a large 
degree the economic consequences of the devaluation of the 
American Dollar in terms of purchasing power and its effect on 
savings and investments. 

Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in - 
Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately 
fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average payments 
than the National average. Over 95 cents out of each public 
assistance dollar is paid to recipients and less than 5 cents is 
used for administration. No other State has a better record.

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WEST RUTLAND PLAYGROUND 1949 

The aim of Vermont State recreation is to develop social co- 
operation as well as provide fun for the children. With this 
objective in mind, we built our recreation program. 

Sports was one of the major activities. Our program included 
baseball, softball, volleyball, and horseshoe pitching. The 
baseball team won six games and lost three, playing Rutland, 
Pittsford, and Burlington. The team also had an enjoyable out- 
ing when they played the Burlington Boys Club. This was the 
first year for a girl’s volleyball team and we were quite successful. 
We won five games and lost three. 

Swimming was also a major sport. Twice a week, the children 
were taken to the Rutland swimming pool. Through the courtesy 
of Mr. Purdy, Pool Manager, the Tuesday morning session was 
free to our children. Swimming instruction was available to them, 
and several obtained Red Cross certificates. The attendance 
averaged ninety-five on these pool trips. 

There was always one special event a week, usually on Friday. 
On these days, a certain project was emphasized. The most pub- 
licized was our wheel parade. Prizes were given to the decorated 
vehicles in each class. A hat show, horseshoe tournaments, a doll 
show and a talent show were some of our other special events. 

This was the first year that a craft program was organized. 
Our first project used scrap materials and was making coasters. 
We bought sponge rubber with the Rutland playgrounds, and 
this material can be adapted to any age level. Soapdishes, boats, 
coasters, and balls were made of this material. We also bought 
plastic gimp for bracelets. Banks and decorative plates were 
made from paper plates. Cut-out books and coloring books were 
also provided. 

The baseball team was equipped and a few simple tools for 
the younger children were purchased.
